FANNY’S 
FIRST  PLAY 


Two  seasons  at  the  Little  Theatre  in 
London  and  one  season  at  the  Comedy 
Theatre,  New  York,  the  same  company 
playing  in  both  cities,  is  the  record,  to  date, 
of  “Fanny’s  First  Play.”  The  play  is  perhaps 
the  best  ever  penned  by  George  Bernard 
Shaw.  It  is  a thousand  candle  incan- 
descent satire  written  in  the  usual  high 
yoltage  of  the  sparkling  Shaw.  He  crackles, 
hisses  and  spits  at  everything  and  every- 
one but  always  under  the  insulation  of 
hyper-gentility. 

Fanny,  the  heroine  of  Mr.  Shaw’s 
play,  is  the  fond  offspring  of  Count 
O’Dowda,  who  lives  in  an  atmosphere  of 
old-world  romanticism.  He  sees  no  good 
in  modern  things  and  thought  and  it  is 
his  dream  that  his  daughter  will  prove  an 
active  disciple  of  his  creed.  Along  comes 
Fanny  with  a play  which  she  prevails  upon 
her  father  to  produce  with  real  actors  and 
have  reviewed  by  real  critics.  The  father 
is  in  ignorance  of  the  character  of  the 
play  which  proves  to  be  a dig  at  middle 
class  respectability  and  at  no  time  does  it 
uphold  any  theory  of  the  count’s. 

The  play  proper,  given  in  three  acts, 
is  preceded  by  what  the  author  calls  an 
“induction”  and  followed  by  an  epilogue. 
In  the  induction  the  critics  make  their  ap- 
pearance and  then  take  their  seats  in  the 
audience.  In  the  epilogue  they  are  heard 
discussing  the  merits  of  the  comedy  and 
its  authorship  They  are  at  sea.  How  is 
it  possible  to  properly  criticise  a play 
when  one  doesn’t  even  know  the  author? 
The  idea  is  absurd.
